Vicious murderer ‘no 
danger to the public* 


EXCLUSIVE 


AN INVESTIGATION will be held into 
the care of a depressed murderer 
assessed as not a danger to the public 
hours before he smashed his victim’s 
head 13 times with a hammer. 

An independent inquiry will scrutinise 
an NHS Trust’s treatment of David 
Clairmonte, who bludgeoned to death 
69-year-old Fred Hodsdon after he was 
mentally assessed at Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital earlier that day. 

Luton on Sunday has also uncovered a 
secret report exposing numerous prob¬ 
lems with the Trust’s contact with 
Clairmonte, who in January was jailed for 
life for murdering Mr Hodsdon at his 
bungalow in Vespers Close, Luton. 

On June 25 last year a health profes¬ 
sional assessed 26-year-old Clairmonte, 
who was accompanied to his L&D 
appointment by his concerned aunt, and 
concluded he was not a danger to any¬ 
one and offered a voluntary three-day 
stay at a psychiatric unit. 

But this was turned down by 
Clairmonte who, hours later, went to Mr 
Hodsdon’s home, bound his hands 
together with electricians’ tape and led 
him from room to room in a hammer 
attack which left his skull ‘like a broken 
porcelain egg’ - all for his PIN number as 
he was short of money. 



Under the Freedom of Information 
(FOI) Act, LoS has obtained a report of 
the Trust’s internal investigation into its 
treatment of Clairmonte, who slit his 
wrists days before the murder and was 
prone to bouts of depression. 

Issues highlighted in the report includ¬ 
ed: 

■ Clinicians not realising Clairmonte 
had been in contact with South Essex 
Partnership University NHS Foundation 
Trust (SEPT) some months earlier as they 
‘had not read a GP referral letter careful¬ 
ly enough’ 

■ Notes from this first contact not being 
read as these were not on the Trust’s elec¬ 
tronic database, so clinicians ‘erroneous¬ 



ly thought he was being assessed for the 
first time’ 

■ Some information in the first assess¬ 
ment not being considered ‘which may 
have raised concerns about risks to others’ 

■ ‘Ambiguous’ feedback ‘leading to con¬ 
fusion’ for Clairmonte and his aunt 
regarding the assessment outcome 

■ The offer to Clairmonte of admission 
to a voluntary three-day psychiatric unit 
being construed as ‘forceful’ and lacking 
‘sensitivity’ 

■ The treatment team’s bid to cancel the 
assessment appointment by phone 
before Clairmonte and his aunt arrived 

■ One employee saying the care team 
was ‘short-staffed’ and had a ‘heavy 


workload’, although interviews with staff 
members who assessed Clairmonte 
‘indicate that the team worked well 
together and felt clinically and manageri- 
ally well supported’ 

LoS’s copy of the report - half of which 
has been ‘blacked out’ on the grounds of 
Clairmonte’s medical confidentiality - 
does not explain SEPT’s conclusion that 
the murder ‘could not have been predict¬ 
ed or prevented’, although improvement 
recommendations were made, along 
with points of ‘additional learning’ for 
the Trust. 

Following a case review, a spokesman 
for supervising authority NHS Midlands 
and East said: “We will be commission¬ 
ing an independent company to under¬ 
take an independent investigation into 
the care and treatment of David 
Clairmonte. 

“Once the investigation is commis¬ 
sioned and completed a report detailing 
its findings will be published.” 

In a statement SEPT said: ‘This individ¬ 
ual was found guilty of murder by a crim¬ 
inal court jury. 

‘For this crime, he has been sentenced 
to imprisonment for a minimum of 30 
years before he can be considered for 
release. The murder was described in 
court as a savage attack on an elderly and 
vulnerable man for financial gain to pay 
off debts.

Second suspect in Delaney murder case 


A 16-YEAR-OLD has been 
arrested on suspicion of the 
murder of teenager Delaney 
Brown. 

The suspect was taken into 
custody on Wednesday 
afternoon and was released 
later the same day on 
conditional police bail and bailed 
pending further enquiries. 

He is the second suspect 
Bedfordshire Police officers 
have spoken to. 

Officers from the Major Crime 
Unit continue to seek witnesses 
and information on the murder 
of 19-year-old Delaney who was 
killed in Vincent Road, Luton, on 
September 5 when he was 
struck by a silver BMW 1 series. 

Efforts are also continuing to 
trace a young woman with two 
children who was pushing a 
buggy along Vincent Road at the 
time of the incident. 

Police enquiries have 
established that on hearing the 


collision she ran to help, 
possibly speaking on the phone 
to paramedics, as opposed to 
walking in the opposite direction 
which had been previously 
suggested. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Steve Collin said: "We are 
making real progress with this 
case but I still need people to 
come forward and put what 
they know down on paper. 

"People clearly have 
information about who was 
driving the silver BMW that was 
used to kill Delaney, they now 
need to do the right thing and 
speak to the police."

‘During the trial, the court 
had full access to mental 
health records and heard 
evidence from independent 
psychiatric experts to help 
them come to their 
conclusions. 

‘In this case, it was 
acknowledged that contact 
with mental health services 
played no part whatsoever in 
the murder. 

‘In addition, the Judge 
pointed out in his sentencing 
remarks that many people 
suffer from depression but do 
not commit murder. 

‘This supports the finding of 
our internal review, carried 
out as a matter of routine, 
which concluded that the 
homicide could not have been 
predicted or prevented. 

‘The non-contributory 
issues in the report are 
general learning 
opportunities. Non- 
contributory issues are 
routinely included in this type 
of report as part of health 
service learning and, in this 
case, they had no bearing 
whatsoever on the murder.’ 

The L&D said it was ‘not able 
to comment on this case’. 


Racist threat 
to kill police

A TEENAGER who was arrested for fight¬ 
ing subjected police officers to a barrage 
of racial abuse - and threatened to shoot 
them. 

Jordan James, 18, called an Asian officer a 
p*** c *** a p_ er threatening to shoot him and 
his colleague ‘with a shotgun’ in Luton 
town centre. 

He pleaded guilty to using threatening 
and abusive words of behaviour with 
intent to cause fear or provoke unlawful 
violence, and using racially aggravated 
harassment, alarm or distress by words at 
Luton Magistrates’ Court on Wednesday. 

The court heard that the police was heard 
how James, of Norton Road, Luton, had 
first come into contact with the police after 
being seen to throw punches in a fight in 
the town centre on the evening of August 
27. 


As officers arrested him he began to shout 
‘F*** the police, f***** pigs,’ before claiming 
that he would ‘go and get a shotgun and 
shoot you all’. 

James was put into the rear seats of the 
police van as another person was being 
detained in the back, but the abuse contin¬ 
ued. 

Directed an an Asian officer, he shouted: 
“P*** c *** ? j hate y 0U a p” anc j branded his 
colleague a ‘white b******’. 

The case has been adjourned while a pre¬ 
sentence report is prepared. 

James will next appear at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court on October 12. 

This case was heard during the same 
week when policing across the country was 
brought into sharp focus by the fatal shoot¬ 
ings of WPCs Fiona Bone and Nicola 
Hughes in Manchester, and Cabinet 
Minister Andrew Mitchell’s apology to 
police officers in Downing Street who had 
allegedly been on the receiving end of his 
foul-mouthed tirade.

Lack of demand hits 
business park firm

A DEVELOPMENT firm 
behind Butterfield Business 
Park is in administration - 
because there is no demand 
from companies to use it. 

Easter Investments 

Butterfield Limited (EIBL), 
which develops the 85-acre 
business park in Great 
Marlings, Luton, owes around 
£9.2 million to Dunbar Bank. 

The business park opened 
in 2007 and had been herald¬ 
ed as a shining light for the 
town and houses companies 
such as The Royal Bank of 
Scotland and the University of 
Bedfordshire. 


Luton Borough Council’s 
corporate director of environ¬ 
ment and regeneration, Colin 
Chick, once said ‘the advent 
of Butterfield will help Luton 
towards its ambition of 
becoming a high technology 
centre, capable of attracting 
international attention and 
acting as a magnet for inward 
investment’. 

But earlier this year, the 
Easter Group - of which EIBL 
is a part - went into adminis¬ 
tration, with accountancy 
firm PKL appointed as 
administrators for the 
Butterfield site. 

James Money, of PKL, said: 
“There has been no change 
since the company went into 
administration. 


“It doesn’t make a difference 
for the tenants there [or the 
council] and we want to 
ensure we can get as many 
high quality tenants as possi¬ 
ble so we can pay back the 
debt owed to Dunbar. 

“Like most property devel¬ 
opers, Easter Investments 
borrowed a lot of money for 
development and unfortu¬ 
nately, the demand just isn’t 
there anymore.” 

A brochure made by Easter 
said that further development 
at the site would offer 1.1 mil¬ 
lion square feet of office space 
alongside a creche and leisure 
facilities. However, it is not 
known what will happen to 
these plans. 

Luton Borough Council is a 


minority shareholder in a 
company that owns the land 
at Butterfield and had con¬ 
tracted EIBL to develop it. 

Robin Porter, the council’s 
corporate director for com¬ 
mercial and transformation 
services, said: “We have been 
aware of the situation for a 
while and know that Easter 
has gone into administra¬ 
tion. 

“We have strong aspirations 
to see the site developed and 
are going to work with our 
partners to find a new devel¬ 
oper for the remaining land 
at the site.” 

Roland Lee, a director 
Easter, refused to comment, 
saying instead ‘the situation 
is being handled by PLK.’

Crash woman off 
the road for good

A DRIVER who crashed her part¬ 
ner’s car persuaded a friend to 
return to the scene and take the 
blame - but eventually came 
clean when the friend was put 
into the back of a police van. 

Gabriele Saltenye, 21, of 
Kingsway, Luton, drove her 
boyfriend’s silver BMW, without a 
driving licence or insurance after 
being out for the evening and 
deciding that he was too drunk to 
drive home. 

As she made her way into 
Kingsway at 2am on September 1, 


she lost control of the vehicle 
after taking the corner too widely 

The BMW collided with a private 
hire car and mounted the pave¬ 
ment before striking a hedge. 

After checking the driver of the 
other vehicle was okay she went to 
collect some documents from her 
property. 

During this time she bumped 
into a female friend and asked if 
she would be prepared to say it 
was in fact her that was driving the 
car at the time of the incident, as 
she feared what would happen to 
her. 

The friend agreed and returned 
to the scene of the crash and was 


put in the back of a police van. It 
was at this point Saltenye decided 
that things were getting too seri¬ 
ous and owned up to being the 
driver. 

She pleaded guilty to obstruct¬ 
ing a constable in execution of 
duty, driving a vehicle without due 
care and attention, driving with¬ 
out insurance and driving without

Medical scam in town 

SIR - I have written in the past to 
warn readers about the scam of 
European City Guide, which 
claimed to be an official business 
guide but actually targeted small 
businesses with huge charges. 

Another similar scam is targeting 
medical practitioners and medical 
related businesses in the UK. 

A company claiming to publish a 
medical directory entitled TEMDI 
(The European Medical Directory) 
is writing to medical practitioners 
asking them to sign a form confirm¬ 
ing details for listing within the 
directory. 

Once this form is returned (after a 
slight delay) those who have signed 
it receive an unsolicited bill for 
€1,300 pa for inclusion in the direc¬ 
tory. 

They are then advised that as the 
ten-day ‘cooling off period’ has 
passed, the contract is therefore 
legally binding. 

These letters can be extremely 
threatening. 

The European Commission is 
looking at new laws regarding cross 
border scams of this nature. 

In the meantime I urge caution to 
any business owner, or professional 
if you are contacted regarding any 
form of European directory or 
guide. 

I would advise you not to sign any 
paperwork, unless you are absolute¬ 
ly certain that the publication is 
genuine.

SINGER and songwriter Ed 
Sheeran’s music is the most 
illegally downloaded artist in 
Luton, it was revealed this 
week. 

Data collected by music 
monitoring firm Musicmetric 
put hip-hop artist Rick Ross as 
the second artist whose music 
is most shared in the town. 

A feature on the BBC’s web¬ 
site earlier this week allowed 
users to search for which 
musician’s music was most 
pirated in their area by enter¬ 
ing their postcode or 
town/city of residence. 

Sheeran’s material is shared 
19 times more in the town 
than the national average. 

However, different Luton 
postcode searches showed 
that Frank Ocean and Adele 
were also popular choices for 
internet users. 


The research also revealed 
that, nationally, more than 
40 million singles and 
albums had been illegally 
shared by UK users in the 
first half of 2012 Since the 
explosion of file sharing 
sites such as BitTorrent and 
Pirate Bay, record compa¬ 
nies have complained about 
the damage illegal down¬ 
loads does to the music 
industry. 

Geoff Taylor, the chief 
executive of the British 
Phonographic Industry, the 
UK’s music industry body, 
told the BBC: “According to 
data, there are more illegal 
downloads in the UK still 
than there are legal purchas¬ 
es. A lot of people are getting 
very rich from stealing other 
people’s things. 

“That’s wrong, and we 
think that musicians deserve 
to be paid for what they do, 
just like everyone else.”

Should education system be 
focusing on skills we all lack? 


I T came as no shock 
to me to learn this 
week that more than 
44 per cent of adults in 
the UK cannot assemble 
flat-pack furniture. 

For years I have been 
quietly ashamed that 
the so-called easy-to- 
follow instructions have 
left me baffled and 
panic-stricken. I have 
spent hours surrounded 
by piles of MDF and 
chipboard, bags of 
screws, alien keys and 
PVA glue attempting to 
create an object that at 
least bears a passing 
resemblance to the pic¬ 
ture on the box - and 
failing dismally 
But undeterred I have 
persevered resulting in 
many memorable 
attempts. My best was 
undoubtedly what the 
family referred to as 
‘The leaning wardrobe 
of Kempston’. A pine 
construction complete 
with drawers that 
leaned at a most precar¬ 
ious angle and wobbled 
outrageously when the 
doors (which were 
hanging off) were 
opened. I refused to let 
it be dismantled and 
would occasionally 
attempt to hang a shirt 
in it, the maximum 
weight that it could 
withstand. When we 


moved house the 
removal firm made the 
mistake of attempting to 
lift it and that was the 
end of that. 

My garden shed suf¬ 
fered a similar fate and 
collapsed under the 
weight of a light rain 
shower. 

Unable to any longer 
endure the fury and 
contempt of the present 
Mrs Lowe I conceded 
defeat and brought in 
the man from IKEA.

Chairs, tables, chests 
of drawers and 
wardrobes were erected 
at an amazing speed.

Construction, concen¬ 
trating on wardrobes 
and fitted kitchens. 

If Michael Gove has 
his way then my Flat 
Pack qualifications will 
literally fall apart, like 
the furniture I built, as 
the said education ‘guru’ 
has now decided that 
we take a retro step back 
to the days of the ‘O’ 
Level where your educa¬ 
tion rests on a few hours 
in an exam room and 
the ability to regurgitate 
as much as possible in 
that time. 

He wants our young¬ 
sters’ minds once more 
packed with facts and 
has obviously not yet 
heard of Google. I 
digress. 

The irony is that I 
would be much more 
likley to pass an exam 
that is heavy on theory. 
GCSE Flat Pack 
Construction would 
revert to a practical 
against the clock and a 
theory paper - ‘How 
useful is the phrase ‘you 
don’t want to do it like 
that’ when making flat 
pack furniture’ - dis¬ 
cuss. 


O NE of the less 
savoury aspects 
of Government 
cuts is the way they 
sneak up on everyone.

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Bags thief hid tag 
remover inside bra

A WOMAN attempted to steal 
handbags from TK Maxx by using 
a device to remove security tags 
that she kept in her bra. 

Ms Lindiwe Mutede, 42, of 
Russell Street, Luton, pleaded 
guilty to theft from a shop to the 
value of £299, after appearing at 
Luton Magistrates' Court on 
Wednesday. 

The court heard that Mutede had 
entered the shop in The Mall on 
June 14 with a man and a child. 

A CCTV operator saw her pick up 
a brown leather handbag before 
retrieving a de-tagging device from 


her bra to remove the security tag. 

She then handed the bag to the 
man, before repeating the same 
process with a second brown 
leather bag. 

As they attempted to leave the 
store the man was stopped by a 
security guard, who recovered the 
items, which included an addition¬ 
al bag and a pair of shoes, while 
Mutede fled. 

She was stopped by a security 
guard outside the shop and arrested 
for her part in the attempted theft. 

Mutede had initially pleaded not 
guilty with the case scheduled to 
go to trial before deciding to 
change her plea. 

Defence solicitor Richard Bayliss 


said: “It has been difficult trying to 
explain to the defendant that 
while she did not try and leave the 
store with the goods in her posses¬ 
sion, her actions were contribution 
to attempted theft, and we have 
discussed this at great length. 

"This accounts for her previous 
not guilty plea. Despite this, the 
goods were of relatively low cost 
and were all recovered." 

Mutede was fined a total of £325, 
which included £200 costs and a 
victim surcharge. 

A spokeswoman for Thames and 
Chiltern Crown Prosecution 
Service explained that you do not 
need to have left a store with an 
item to be guilty of theft.

ACCORDING to the Trussell Trust one in five people are 
living below the poverty line, with many struggling to 
afford food. LAUREN ARCHELL speaks to the organisers 
of the new Dunstable Foodbank about how they 
prevent families in need from going hungry. 


IN APRIL 2011, 7,097 children 
from the east of England were 
fed by a ‘Foodbank’. 

This April that number had 
risen to 8,045. 

Just two weeks ago the first 
foodbank in Dunstable was 
opened, becoming part of the 
Trussel Trust’s UK-wide network. 

With four distribution centres 
based around the town, the food- 
bank hopes to help those individ¬ 
uals and families in need through 
the provision of emergency food 
supplies. 

Chairman of the Dunstable 
Foodbank Trust, Alan Sutton, 
explained: “We provide food and 
support to local people in crisis. 

“In the current economic cli¬ 


mate the most unexpected peo¬ 
ple are struggling through no 
fault of their own. 

“A redundancy, an unexpected 
bill or a delay in receiving benefit 
could all leave a family unable to 
put meals on the table for them¬ 
selves and their children. 

“We are a short term solution, 


and supply food for a period of 
nine days. 

“They way it works is that front¬ 
line agencies, for example social 
services, GPs or the JobCentre 
Plus, will hand out a voucher for 
the foodbank if they feel an indi¬ 
vidual or family are really strug¬ 
gling and in need of our help. 

“They then come to us at one of 
our centres, where they receive a 
food parcel proportionate to the 
amount of people they need to 
feed, which will serve them for 
three days. 

“If they are still in financial diffi¬ 
culty after that, they can come 
back a further two times to collect 
additional parcels.” 

All provisions supplied to the 
foodbank are donated, and they 
rely solely on volunteers to sort 
and pack the parcels and distrib¬ 
ute them. 

Alan added: “Everyone has been 
so generous with their support 
since we opened. 

“We have 20 churches in the 
area supporting us with collec¬ 
tions of food, and local schools 
and Brownie groups have also 
been in touch to see how they can 
help. We held our first collection

gave customers a shopping list as 
they entered the store and asked 
if they could buy a few of the 
items during their weekly shop 
and donate them to us as they 
left. 

“We collected more than we 
had ever done before, but we’ve 
got to be able to sustain it to keep 
it running. 

“However, we are always look¬ 
ing for more volunteers who can 
spend their time sorting and 
packing the boxes, and sponsors 
who could help with our running 
costs.”

Avenue and St George’s Church 
in Station Road in Toddington.

Buckle: Defence made 
it far too easy for them

LUTON Town manager Paul 
Buckle pulled no punches 
after his side's heavy 4-1 
defeat at Grimsby Town on 
Friday night. 

The Hatters chief was less 
than impressed with the per¬ 
formance of his centre halves, 
who failed to get to grips with 
the Mariners all evening. 

He said: “We’ve not made 
them work hard enough for 
the victory and our centre 
halves haven’t dealt with balls 
into the box. 

“Three of their goals have 
come from crosses into the 
area, which you would expect 
your defenders to deal with, 
and we just have not done 
that. 

“We know that Andy Cook 
and Ross Hannah are good 
players but we’ve made it too 
easy for them.” 

In contrast, Buckle felt his 
side were also a constant 
threat going forward, praising 
home stopper James 
McKeown, who denied Scott 
Rendell in the 33rd minute. 

“We’ve created chances every 
time we have gone forward 


and I am pleased with the 
front lads,” said Buckle. 

“Scott has worked hard all 
night and eventually got his 
goal, but their ‘keeper has 
pulled off a great save in the 
first half and, had we gone to 
1-1 at that stage, then who 
knows?” 

Buckle also felt aggrieved at 
Grimsby’s second goal, which 
looked like handball from 
striker Cook, while promising 
changes for the trip to 
Tamworth on Tuesday. 

He added: “There was defi¬ 
nitely a hand in there for 
Cook’s goal but I’m not going 
to stand here and make excus¬ 
es for my team. 

“We have good spirit in the 
dressing room but we will look 
at things at the back for 
Tuesday’s game.” 

Meanwhile, Buckle was left 
lamenting Luton’s injury crisis, 
revealing that some players are 
still a long way from returning 
to match action. 

He did confirm however that 
Jake Howells has recovered 
from a head injury against 
Wrexham that required him 
to go to hospital. The midfielder

GETTING a paid-for short story published in book- 
form is nigh-on impossible these days. Most 
publishers simply do not take them. 

A modern day alternative is submission to a 
website called Alfie Dog which actually pays a 
percentage, roughly half per download. Submission 
is easily made through email. 

University of Bedfordshire creative writing 


student and former Luton on Sunday journalist 
CLIVE GRESSWELL, who lives near Stockwood Park, 
in Luton, has just had his first paid-for work 
published on Alfie Dog and it is now available for 
download on the site. Hogg, a Beckett-style 
experiment, tells the tragic-comedic story of a 
mentally-ill tramp called Hogg who cannot tell the 
difference between reality and his illusions. 


Tragic tramp’s tale 
in need of a twist 


WAITING for Godot is generally 
acclaimed by those who know 
about such things, to be one of 
the greatest plays ever written. 

That doesn’t stop it being a 
mystery to most people - either 
because it’s nigh on impossible to 
understand what the writer, 

Samuel Becket, is getting at or, 
more often, because although lots 
of people have heard of it, far 
fewer have either seen it or read it. 

In his first online published work, 
Hogg, Clive Gresswell has drawn 
inspiration from both Becket’s style 
of absurdist writing and his choice 
of character. 

Just as Vladimir and Estragon, the 
main characters in Godot, are 
‘gentlemen of the road’, so Hogg is 
a rootless tramp. It’s probably not 
PC to call a homeless man that 
nowadays but Hogg is a self- 
confessed smelly, lice-ridden bum 
on a downward spiral. 

He is also, like so many drifters 
and dossers, mentally unstable and 
hopelessly wretched. And life is 
about to get even worse for him as 
the new rules regarding benefit

claimants kick in. Hogg is deemed 
fit to work, so work he must, but 
his grasp of reality is tenuous and 
although he is eager to fill the job 
vacancy he is sent up for, he 
doesn’t quite get the subtleties of 
the interview situation. 

Gresswell writes colourfully and 
well. Hogg’s story, though 
desperately sad, is compelling 
reading. You may not want to know 
what it’s like to have to live rough, 
to suffer from paranoid delusions 


and to be cruelly treated, but 
Gresswell’s imagery and character 
portrayal is as sharp as it is 
painfully accurate - as far as I can 
tell. I don’t ever want to find out for 
real. 

But this kind of online project, 
albeit paid-for, respectable and not 
the ghastly ‘vanity publishing’ that 
so many wannabe writers credit 
themselves with, still has its 
drawbacks. 

The lack of an editor, in this case, 
means that Gresswell’s story is 
overlong and fails to adhere to that 
most basic of satisfying short 
story rules - there should be some 
sort of twist or revelation to the 
ending. 

Hogg’s tragedy, like that of 
Samuel Becket's Godot characters, 
is that life, in all its relentlessly 
unhinged consistency, just goes on 
and on and on. Until, presumably, it 
doesn’t.

A NEW £4.9m project 
that aims to raise public 
awareness about the 
variety of travel options 
available to them has 
been launched.

With information 
about cycling, walking 
and buses, residents and 


businesses could benefit 
from the project by sav¬ 
ing money on petrol, 
making more time- 
efficient journey choices 
and improving their 
long-term health at the 
same time.

claiming benefits includ¬ 
ing income support, 
income-based Job 

Seekers’ Allowance, or 
support from the National 
Asylum Support Service, 
may be eligible to claim 
the free lunches for their 
children. 

Those who qualify for 
the meals will automati¬ 
cally get school clothing 
assistance worth £25 per 
child, per year. 

Luton Borough council¬ 
lor Waheed Akbar, execu¬ 
tive member with respon¬ 
sibility for children’s cer¬ 
vices, said: “School meals 
are a fantastic way of guar-

anteeing children are eat¬ 
ing a nutritious, tasty and 
well-balanced meal dur¬ 
ing the day. 

“Research suggests a 
healthy school meal may 
improve concentration 
levels which ultimately 
will help pupils achieve 
better results. 

“There is such a thing as 
a free lunch, so don’t miss 


out, please do check if 
your child is eligible. 

“You will also be helping 
the school they attend to 
receive extra Government 
funding as they will 
receive £600 for every 
pupil that applies and 
qualifies for free school 
meals. For your school to 
receive this, your child 
must be registered by 
October 4.” 

Financial assistance 
which could help towards 
paying for meals may also 
be available for those 
attending a college or, in 
some cases, in independ¬ 
ent training. 

The Government 

scheme, called the 16-19 
Bursary Fund, is intended 
to support young people 
to stay in education with 
up to £1,200 per year.

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Benefits cheat to 
pay back £58,000 

Woman sentenced to six months in prison for false claims

A FRAUDSTER has been sen¬ 
tenced to six months in prison 
after falsely claiming benefits 
totalling more than £58,000. 

Christina Winchester, 54, of 
Drury Lane, Houghton Regis, 
pleaded guilty to knowingly fail¬ 
ing to report to Central 
Bedfordshire Council and the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions (DWP) that she had 
started work in April 2003. 

Taking a job affected her entitle¬ 
ment to housing benefit and 
council tax benefit from the 
council, and she also received 


overpayments of £35,400.32 from 
the DWP. 

Winchester will also have to 
repay the £18,771.54 housing 
benefit and £4,506.60 council tax 
benefit she received unlawfully, 
as well as full repayments to the 
DWP. 

Cllr Richard Wenham, deputy 
executive member for corporate 
resources, said: “Benefits cheats 
take money away from those peo¬ 
ple who really need it. 

“This investigation with the 
DWP clearly shows that we will 
not tolerate abuse of the benefits 
system and will take appropriate 
action against those who do try to 
make a fraudulent claim. 


“While we take a hard line 
against anyone who falsely 
claims benefits, help is always 
available for people who are gen¬ 
uinely entitled to receive finan¬ 
cial aid.” 

“Our confidential fraud hotline 
- 0300 3005557 - is open 24 hours 
a day, for anyone who suspects 
someone might be claiming ben¬ 
efits fraudulently. 

“Any residents who want 
information about paying their 
council tax or to find out 
whether they are eligible for 
council tax or housing benefit 
can call our Money and 
Benefits Helpline on 0300 
3008306.”

AN MP visited a workshop to 
help the young unemployed get 
into the food industry as part of a 
national scheme. 

Luton South Labour representa¬ 
tive Gavin Shuker visited The Co¬ 
operative Food in Biscot Road, 
Luton, where he met the compa¬ 
ny’s workshop leader and around 
12 jobless people taking part in a 
training session. 

Youth unemployment in the 
town has risen sharply since the 
beginning of 2011, and the busi¬ 
ness was backing ‘Feeding 
Britain’s Future - Skills for Work 
Week’ helping people prepare for 
the workplace and introducing 
them to the various roles within 
food retail and manufacture. 

The young people received 
training in the skills they need to 
help them secure jobs, such as 
creating a CV and interview tech¬ 
niques, as well as learning more 
about the different types of jobs in 
food retail and what they entail. 

Mr Shuker said: “Youth unem¬ 
ployment has rocketed in Luton 
over the last 18 months. When 
talking about future prospects, I 
find more and more young people 
telling me that they have little 
confidence when they face the 
highly competitive job market. 


“The approach which The Co¬ 
operative is taking is a breath of 
fresh air for people who want that 
first step on the career ladder. 

“We have got many talents with¬ 
in our town, and with The Co¬ 
operative committed to develop¬ 
ing a range of skills and offering 
many career options for our 
young people, we can only benefit 
immensely from their initiative. 

“I hope we see more businesses 
here in Luton taking note of the 
Skills for Work programme.”

PAUL Buckle’s great seaside 
adventure collapsed like a 
sodden sandcastle during 
Friday’s miserable trip to 
Blundell Park. 

The Hatters boss named a 
swashbuckling side featuring all 
four star strikers in a bid to halt 
the club’s recent dip in form.
